U. ft. Quarantine Officer In Philippines 
Makes Important Demonstration. 
W ashington, Aug. 18.—Th# X-ray a* 
a cure for some cases of leprosy has 
been dem onstrated by th e American 
health authorities in the Philippines, j 
according to Dr. 
Victor G. 
H eiser, 
chief quarantine officer in the islands. 
Dr. H eiser in a report to Surgeon 
General W yman, of the public health 
and m arine hospital service, says the 
X ray la suitable only for specially se­ 
lected cases, and Is valuable apparent­ 
ly only In the early stages. San Lazaro 
hospital, at Manila, was the first in­ 
stitution in the world to use the X- j 
ray for leprosy treatm ent. Official fig­ 
ures show that on March SI. 1909, 
th ere were 2446 lepers in the Philip­ 
pines, segregation having reduced by j 
m ore than 1000 the num ber of cases 
during the past two years. At the be­ 
ginning of the American occupation, 
eleven years ago, there were nearly 
4000 lepers. Am ericans perfected the 
establishm ent for lepers In th e island 
of Culion in 1906. It is estim ated that 
under the Spanish regim e 700 new 
cases appeared e v e r y year. 
At the 
present t i m e the new* cases average 
300 annually.

He arrived 
at Eddyville, where the road forks t* 
the east and north. 
The first brigade 
took the eastern road, which would 
have carried them around Pew s left 
end, while the second brigade took 
the northern road, heading directly 
for Boston 
The second brigade of the Red army 
had proceeded less than a mile along 
the northern road when it received a 
genuine surprise. 
Companies G, H 
M and D, of tile Eighth infantry, un­ 
der Major W. II. Perry, occupied a 
magnificent hilltop position, supported 
by battery B, of Worcester. The en­ 
tire Blue force was well concealed, 
with the battery so posted that it 
could 
sweep 
the 
highway 
with 
a 
plunging cross fire. Into this trap the 
Red army marched. 
The1 Red front 
had advanced well into the trap whee 
infantry and battery opened a mu? 
dennis cross fire. At such a range in 
actual warfare the front of the Red 
brigade would have melted like snow 
before an April rain. 
The Red brl 
gade fell back while General Bliss en 
deavored to get his artillery located. 
Before he could do 
this hostilities 
were suspended for the day. 
Outside the precarious condition of 
the left wing of the defending army, 
the feature of the day was the re­ 
pulse of the enemy in its rear attack 
on Boston 
Two companies of the 
Red army. numl>ering about 200 men, 
were landed early in the morning by 
the transport Sumner near the Ocean 
house, Swampscott, and after a bloody 
encounter were driven off. 
W ireless telegraphy figured in the 
day’s movements. The signal corps of 
the 
national 
guard 
at 
Washington 
brought the wireless telegraph outfit 
to the front of General Bliss’ Red 
line, and kept headquarters well post 
etl on the proceedings at the front. 


Five Hundred People Homeless. 


Fire Loss, $1,250,000. 


Glasgow, Scotland. 
Aug. 18.—Fire 
destroyed a big portion of the indus­ 
trial centre, doing considerable dam­ 
age to the m ercantile district and en­ 
tailing a loss of $1,250,000. 
The fire was one of the worst which 
has visited the city in many decades, 
and the firemen were powerless for a 
long time in the swee p of the devas 
tating rush of flames. 
The centra! 
fire station was threatened, and many 
dry goods warehouses wiped out. The 
loss from merchandise destroyed may 
greatly augment the first estim ate of 
damage. 
The fire broke out in the industrial 
district. 
The entire fire-fighting de­ 
partm ent of the city was called out. 
m d it was soon seen that they were 
unable to cope with the situation. 
Orders were given for those living 
nearby to evacuate their homes. Panic 
followed this order, and while many 
tumbled their household goods from 
windows, women 
and 
children ran 
through the streets screaming, and 
the police had hard work to hold back 
the throngs of excited men. 
Swiftly 
the 
conflagration 
gained 
headway, and began eating Its way in­ 
to the district filled with storehouses 
and mercantile establishments. On ac­ 
count of the g n a t quantity of com­ 
bustible material in the warehouses 
and dry goods shops, it was feared 
for a t im e that the entire city would 
be wiped out. it is estimated that fully 
500 people are homeless in the tene­ 
ment district.

Lindenwald grange at Kinderhook — 
which takes its name from the home 
of the late ex-l’resident Martin Nan 
Buren, just south of the village, and 
numbers son ie of that name among 
its m enders —on Friday, June is, dedi­ 
cates! its n e e home and gave its sixth 
annual banquet.

It had been devoted to several base 
uses and for the last two years had 
stood vacant, with none so i*>or to do 
it reverence. 
It was built in the days 
of cheap and abundant lumber, ami the 
builders must have l»een men of go*si 
repute, f«*r it stands as true and strong 
today as when it was erected nearly a 
century ago. for It was organized in 
1824 by those of Holland ancestry, who 
were ever zealous in the cause of **du 
cation. 
Many bearing the same names 
are in the membership of the grange 
today. 
The funds were raised by pri­ 
vate subscription, and it lx*came one of 
the famous schools of the state. Here 
Martin Yan Buren, the eighth presi­ 
dent of the United States, was edu­ 
cated. 
Eater students were Samuel J. 
Tilden, who received the popular vote 
to the same office, and scores of others 
who have occupied places of promi­ 
nence in various walks of life, both in 
the state and the nation. 
The old chapel has been fitted into a 
lodge room of light and l*eauty. with 
rooms below as a kitchen, a dining hall 
and a committee room. 
State Master 
Godfrey dedicated the building.

State Economic 
biologist Surface * 
yesterday branded a* 
misleading, 
to 
•ay the least, rejiorts which are tieing 
printed in the press generally through­ 
out the country, stating that the e n ­ 
tire apple crop in 
Pennsylvania is a 
failure this year 
and 
that 
95 jier 
cent.of that crop is so wormy or other 
wise defective 
as to 
lie absolutely 
worthless and fit for nothing short of 
food for hogs. 


'Pennsylvania fru it 
growers are 
suffering almost irreparable damage 
from these rejiorts. ” said Professor 
Surface, 
for they are tieing printed 
in even' State in the Cli ion, 
literally 
speaking. 
The yarn does have some founda­ 
tion, but it i* working a great injus­ 
tice to the Pennsylvania orchardists. 
The truth of the m atter is that iii 95 
l>er cent of the orchards th** crop is a 
total failu re—which is vastly different 
from 95 p**r cent of the crop lieing u n ­ 
fit for us**.

taken from the seed b**d and In* prick­ 
ed out two inches apart In tither beds. 
By setting a succession of planes the 
crop may tie constant from May or 
June until Christmas. 
The plants of early varieties are set 
out in spring as early as the weather 
Iiermits in rows three feet apart and 
two feet apart in the rows. 
The fall 
grown plants are often planted lu the 
field in Xov**mlier. 
Furrows are turn­ 
ed where th** rows are to Is* and the 
plants art* set low in the furrows, so as 
to Im* protected. 
North and south fur­ 
rows with plants set on the east side 
are satisfactory, although east 
aud 
west furrow** are sometimes preferred. 
Later varieties require more room. 
Early plants must Is* set deep—that is, 
so tin* bas** of the leaves is Indow the 
ground, 
lf fr**ezing weather comes 
the plants may Im* covered with earth 
until danger from frost is over.
